Eastman Springs May Now Really 
Claim To Be a Modern 
Eden. 


SOME GREAT CHANGES MADE. 


A Bowllnir All«y and Lunch Room 
Amonv tho Latost Addition* to 
ThItWondorful Rosort. 


Recent improveiQents at Eastman 
Springs have made that resort more 
attractive to the seekers of health and 
comfort than any of the other famous 
resorts in this region. 


The most wonderful feature of the 
springs resort is the «magnetic bath. 
The water used for the bath is from a 
the spring called Psyche and is so soft 
and delightful that no soap is used in 
bathing. Rough skin is made soft and 
velvety by coming in contact with this 
water. The bath house now has six 
bath rooms to which Is connected both 
hot and coldmagnetic water. While in 
the tub the bather can feel the magne­ 
tism contained in the water and emerg­ 
ing from the water a most exhilerating 
effect is enjoyed. 


The water for the tubs is supplied 
from two large wooden tanks which are 
tilled by a steam pump which pum|)s 
one barrel of water every minute. The 
one spring can furnish water enough 
for 100 baths a day. 


The atmosphere in the ravine about 
the springs is kept cool in the hottest 
weather as the heavy shade shuts out 
the fierce rays of the sun.

were graciously admitted free.

Hundreds of dollars have been spent 
in beautifyinji and maintaining^ the 
sprinsrs and nearly everyone is will­ 
ing to coniribute a mite toward the 
exj)en8e.

In the ifrove on the east side of the 
ravine has been erected a bowling' 
alley which is built in first class shape. 
A croquet ground with a very smooth 
surface and a quoit reserve are among 
the other attractions. 
In this vicinity

ing where the tourists and visitors can 
And whatever they want to eat. 


At the present time Niles Smith is 
carrying people to the springe from 
the end of the car line for live cents 
each. 
As soon as the new street rail­ 
road is built Ben li. i^aBtman will put 
in an electric light plant and have the 
grounds illuminated at night. Besides 
he will arrange for evening concerts 
by Frazell’s military band.

The springs are no more wonderful 
than are the people wno patronize them. 
For years the water was given away by 
the jug or barrel free and no admission 
was charged at the gate of the springs. 
Ever since the day that the water was 
sold for 5 cents a gallon the amount of 
water hauled away in jugs has many 
times multiplied. Ever since an ad­ 
mission fee was charged to the grounds 
half a hundred now visit the springs 
where one did before. What effect it 
would have if Mr. Eastman^ would now 
double the pittance he asks only a 
philosopher can answer.

red u ce from 10 to 15 cents on the hour. 
Bkilled helpers of all kinds will be paid 
at this point from 17^ to 25 cents and at 
all points outside from 20 cents to 27V^ 
cents per hour. The reductions extend 
all along the line from Albuquerque to 
LoM Angeles and affect several thou­ 
sand men.

To Make Norm al m Sub-Station. 


Bloomington, Ills., July 2.-~It is stat­ 
ed on good authority that the postoflUce 
at Normal will soon 
be consolidated 
with that of Bloomington, Normal has 
nearly 5,000 inhabitants and is only two 
miles from this city. It Is calculated 
that the collection and distribution of 
mail matter there could be done easily 
by two mounted carriers. The proposl- 
tion w'ill meet with vigorous opposition 
from the people of Normal. The salary 
of the Normal postmaster Is >2,100.

Washington, July I.—The secretary of 
state has written a letter to the gov­ 
ernor of California asking him to cause 
an investigation of the circumstances 
under which two Japanese subjects were 
driven away from 
the new town of 
Johannisburg. in that state. This ac­ 
tion is taken because the Japanese min­ 
ister here has made complaint that tho 
men. who were employed as cooks, had 
came in conflict with a local labor move 
ment and by beings prevented from fol­ 
lowing their lousiness were deprived ol 
privileges guaranteed by treaty between 
the United States and Japan. 
If the 
facts show that this complaint Is well 
founded the next step probably will be 
a demand by the Japanese government 
for Indemnity and the protection of the 
men in their rights. 


While this particular case is not re­ 
garded here as threatening to give rlss 
to dltllculty fn Its settlement the fre­ 
quency with which the state depart­

REVOLVER PLAYS A PART. 


Sanaational Sorap Bwtwaan Tala- 
phonaMan. 


Chief of Poliee Stems and oiBeer 
O’Brien wero summoned to the Fonger 
Àouse at 9 o’clock last night to quell a 
disturbance started by William B 
Smitli and W. F. Palmar,' employes of 
the Twin City Telephone eompanv. A 
shot from a rovolvar In Palmar’a nands 
had startled the boarders at the hotel 
and they were scurrying to their rooms 
when the police arrived. 


Smith and Palmer got Into a dispute 
on the veranda of the hotel over the 
Question of the letter’s right to suspend 
Smith from further service for the com­ 
pany. Both men wero foromen, each of 
a gang linemen, and Smith maintained 
that he would quit work when he felt 
disposed; that Palmer had nothing to 
do with his discharge. The debate was 
carried on with considerable vigor and 
finally with the words, *‘I’llsettle him,” 
Palmer entered the hotel and ascended 
the stairs to his room. 


Smith followed a minute later and 
met Palmer on the stairway. The lat­ 
ter had a revolver in his hand which 
he exploded, whether with the purpose 
of shooting Smith is not known.

MakiMK • Bodlc*~How to Ptaco tiM

In making a olone fitting bodice, of 
whloh tho lining and outside are alike in 
■hapo, oach picoe of tho lining should be 
fulled a little when it la basted to the oor- 
responding piece of the outside before the 
parts of the bodice are put tooether. This 
slight fullness of the lining Iceeps the out* 
side from wrinkling. Too much must not 
be allowed, however. A quarter of an inch 
extoa is usually enough. 


If on a bodice closing with books and 
^es the hooks and ejres should ho placed 
alternately on eifoh side, the fastening will 
he more secure.
